Payment of the wages overdue the strikers 
at Susquehanna Depot was begun yesterday by 
Paymaster Ritchie, of the Erie Railroad.

THE RESULT OF THE CONGREGATIONAL 
- COUNCIL. 

‘The Advisory Congregational Council has at 
last pronounced ite decision in the Plymouth 
Ohurch matter, which was called to its attention 
by the Nov. Drs. Storra and Budington. The 
decision reviews the whole ground carefully and 
considerately, and the Committee, while they 
have expressed themselves in a very temperate 
and dignified manner, and have given Plymouth 
Church the benefit of every doubt, have at 
the same time left no room o dont 
their approval of the courses of the two 
New York churches, and their condemnation of 
the position maintained by Plymouth Church. 
A careful analysisof this document will develop 
tree leading points, which in reality include all 
‘be minor details: 

1. The Committee indorse the action of the 
two New York churches in calling this Advibery 
Council. The letter of remonstrance abd ad- 
monition which they sent to Plymouth Church 
last fall, they affirm, was called for. In this 
act,” say the Committee, they represented 
the interests of the fraternity of Con- 
gregational churches, whose principles of 
discipline and whose fair Christian’ fame 
were endangered by the course which Plymouth 
Church seemed tobe pursuing. For this moral 
heroism they deserve thanks, even should 
errors of judgment be traceable in some of the 
details of their procedure.” In regard to the 
relations between these churches and Piymouth 
Church, the Committee go a step further. 
They express the hope, which hope itself is 
couched in such language that it has all the 
force of a command, that the proceedings which 
gave rise to this Council will not be a precedent 
for the guidance of Plymouth Church. If such 
proceedings were repeated, they would in- 
volve a disregard of the first principles 
of Congrégationalism, which would require the 
strongest possible protest. Coupled with the 
other statement, that every member is respon- 
sible to the church for his conformity to the la w 
of Christ, and that the church is responmble for 
him, and that this responsibilify does not cease 
till the church, by some formal and incorporate 
act, has declared the dissolution of the covenant, 
the logical inference is that the two neighboring 
churches may demand that Plymouth Church 
shall investigate the charge of slander which has 
been made against Mr. Tilton, and require the 
church either to prove or disprove it. 
ey may demand that if it is proved 
he shali be excommunicated, and, if it is dis- 
proved, that he shall be restored to membership, 
or be given a letter to some other church. In 
this connection, the lew of the case is distinctly 
stated by the Committee: “This covenant may 
be broken by the member. He may offend, and 
when duly admonished may give no satisfactory 
evidence of repentance. In that case, he is cut 
off from communion’; the church, having given 
its testimony, is no longer responsible for him ; 
and he can be restored only by the removal of 
the censure. Voluntary sbeence of 6 resident 
member from the communion of a church and 
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ceptance of the principles it has been supposed 
to disavow.” - - 89 i 
8. The Committee express their opinion of Mr. 
Theodore Tilton’s exodus in no ambiguous man- 
ner. They say: ‘ When a regular complaint is 
made against such a member that in some other 
respect he violates the law of Christ, and especial- 
ly when the complaint is that he has circulated 
and promoted scandals derogatory to the Chris- 
tian integrity of the pastor and injurious to the 
reputation of the eburch, the consideration that 
he has long ago forsaken the church is only 
an aggravation of his alleged fault.“ This 
means that Mr. Tilton is, to all intents and pur- 
poses, a member of Plymouth Church, and that 
he cannot be got rid of till the charge is inveati- 


While the decision is a condemnation of the 
previous action of Plymouth Church, and a 
solemn warning not to repeat such action, it does 
not relieve that church from the duty of purg- 
ing itself of the scandals which have grown up 
within it ; and it authorizes the two neighboring 
churches to demand an investigation, and, fail- 
ing to get it, justifies them in withdrawing fel- 
Se i — 

END OF THE TOWN BOARDS. 

If Mr. Rountree, as a legislator, never ren- 
dered any o-ber service to the public (as we be- 
lieve he has not), he deserves the thanks of the 
people for practically stamping out of existence 
the legalized monstrosities known as the “ Town 
Boards” of Chicago. We have heretofore ex- 
plained what these “Town Boards” are. They 
consist of a Supervisor, Town Clerk, and five 
Justices of the Peace for each of the three 
“towns” into which the City of Chicago is 
theoretically divided. The other ton offi- 
cers are am Assessor und «a Oollector. The 
Supervisor calls a “town meeting” in the early 
part of April, a which it w ordered, 
that a certain sum of money be raised by 
taxation for “town” purposes. This meeting 
consists generally of twenty or thirty persons. 
The town purposes for which the tax is levied 
are the salaries of town officers. After voting 
the tax, the town meeting then proceeds to elect 
the town officers for the ensuing year. 
The affairs of the town are administered by 
the Town Board. By a provision of the law, 
should any of the Justices be absent at a meet- 
ing of the Board, the Assessor or Collector may 
take the place of the absentee. At the town 
meeting held in South Chicago in April, 1873, a 
tax of $25,000 was ordered; at a meeting of the 
Town Board held a few days ago, more than 
this sum was voted as the salaries of she Ool- 
lector, Assessor, Supervisor, and Town Clerk, 
as shown by the offical records, a transcript 
of which we print elsewhere this morning. 
This division of the plunder had the er- 
fect of calling out «as candidates for 
these offices scores of subterranean patriots, 
all intent on handling the public money. These 
officers have no duties save nominal ones, The 
Collector may or may not collect some taxes, but 
all the work he does can be as well done by the 
County Collector. The whole machinery of the 
town meeting and the Town Board wis a fraud, 
and a useless appendage to the system of loca. 
government. 

Just at this juncture Mr. Rountree’s bil 
comes in force, and takes the steal out of this 
whole business,—or at least transfers it to 2 
higher responsibility. It provides that, in towns 
lying wholly within the limits of incorporated 
cities, all moneys necessary to be raised for 
town purposes shell be ascertained by 
the County Board. This abolishes per- 
emptorily thé voting of taxes by . the 
annual town meeting. It leaves to the County 
Board the fixing of the amount of tax to be 
collected and the purpose for which it is to be 
collected, To do this, they will have to fix the 
salaries of these officers, and, as may be expect- 
ed, will fix them with reference to the service 
performed. As there will be no occasion for any 
further meetings of the Town Board, the offices 
of Bupervisos and Town Clerk will be amply 
compensated by an allowance of $10 each per 
year. The Assessor and Collector can be liber- 
ally paid with $1,500 a year each, and thus the 
impudent fraud be practically abolished. This 
law will deprive the town elections of next week 
of much of their interest; the power to vote 
away public money is abolished, and the offices 
to be filled may be practically abolished by re- 
ducing the salaries to » nominal sum.

BOLTING, 

Among the editorials supplied the rural press 
by the Republican Executive Committee during 
the last campaign, was one which set forth the 
erime and sin of bolting. The man at Washing- 
ton who played this tune on all the small organs 
could scareely find words to express his horror 
of the backsliders. “ Renegade” was a pet 
name for them. Sorehead” was one of the 
elegant terms in constant use, Abuse and 
ridicule were lavished upon them. Ouriousiy 
enough, the men who were engaged in this 
vilification were, almost without exception, 
bolters themselves. As the Republicad party 
had no real existence prior to the campaign of 
1856, all its present members who reached years 
of discretion before that time must have bolted 
from their previous party to join it. Of neces- 
sity, it was composed of persons who had bolted 
from other parties. Why, if i. is allowable to 
bolt once, is it sinful to bolt twice ? 

If wekindly allow, however, that the career of 
every Republican was stainless upto the date 
af his joining that party, what Shall we say of 
the career of some of them since? Unless cor- 
ruption is part of the creed professed by those 
now in power, Simon Cameron must have bolted 
from the path of fealty when the House of Rep- 
resentatives considered it necessary to censure 
him for corruption.

A CAMPAIGN IN HAWAL. 

Late foreign mails bring full details of the re- 
cent election of a King in Hawaii. There were 
two candidates, David Kalakaua and Queen 
Emma. The electioneering devices were of s 
kind unknown to the outside world. The circu- 
lars began with pious invocations to God, and 
went on with detailed statements of the false- 
hoods told by the other side. Hawaiian humor 
seems peculiar. Take this excerpt from a mani- 
testo by Queen Emma: 

Third Falsehood—It has been published im writing 
that it will not be well to elect Emma, because she can- 
not wear trousers but only petticoats, The answer to 
this is: It will not do to elect D. Kalakaua, for he will 
nne 

The Americans and English worked hard for 
the Queen. Her accession means reciprocity of 
trade at least, andjperhaps annexation. The Ne- 
tive party, however, carried the day. The Assem- 
bly voted, 30 to 6, for David Kalakaua. A commit- 
tee of three was appointed to notify him of the 
honor. They fell into the hands of the Pnhilis- 
tines at the doorway. Emma's adherents drove 
them back, smashed the waiting carriage into 
splinters, and rushed into the Assembly hall. 
With cheers for the Queen, they tore the books 
and broke the furniture to pieces, battered in 
doors and smashed in windows, and, in a word, 
destroyed everything that was within their 
reach. ‘She Assembly and «  mumber 
of Hawaiian dignitaries had barred them- 
selves in, mesnowhile, in an upper 
room. The mob attacked this next, and had 
just broken down the door, when a detachment 
of American ind English merines, whom the 
new King had hastily summoned, dashed in upon 
them and drove them out of the building. 
Queen Emma had declined to try to curb her 
adherents. Kalakaua was King, she said; let him 
keep order himself. This mob, when driven out 
of the Court- House, ran to her dwelling and yell- 
ed their thanks. They were chased, and many 
of them were caught. They are to be 
tried in April. Ramor saye that the new 
King will punish them rigorously. The election 
has had certain important results. To prevent 
another riot, King Kalakaua has appointed his 
brother, William Pitt Lelelohoku, as his suo- 
cessor. He has signified his resolve to reject 
under all circumstances any proposition for sub- 
jecting his kingdom, in whole or part, to foreign 
domination, He has taken steps to sever the 
connection between Church and State, which 
has proved so baleful to both. An American 
living in Hawaii writes of the missionaries 
there: ‘' Utterly careless of religious matters 
except as to forms, their time has been devoted 
to money-getting, and to money-getting only ; 
not one has failed to make a fortune, and they 
comprise to-day the wealthiest and most un- 
scrupulous body of men on the islands.” This 
may be an overdrawn picture, but the usual 
facts of clerical domination in some measure 
justifies it. Kalakaua’s wisdom is explained by 
the fact that he was once an editor, and that he 
has filled his Ministry and Privy Council with 
other editors. 


CAPITAL PUNISHMENT. 

The agitation in favor of the abolition of the 
death-penalty was begun by the French philos- 
ophers of the eighteenth century,—now over 2 
hundred years ago,—yet it may be confidently as- 
serted that,in the whole history of thecontroversy, 
not a single valid argument has been advanced 
against the abstract justice of the punishment. 
Becearia, inspired by the Encyclopediste, was the 
first to attack it with the engines of his logic. 
He argued that the State had its origin in con- 
tract ; that it possessed no powers over the in- 
dividual except euch as the individual had 
parted with by agreement; that life was 
an inalienable right; that the control of 
the individual over it did not extend to 
depriving himself of it; that he could not dele- 
gate to the State what he himself did not pos- 
sees ; that, therefore, the State had not over its 
subjects, in any instance, the right of life and 
death, not even as a punishment for cfime. In- 
stead of the death-penalty he recommended im- 
prisopment for life at hard labor. To deprive a 
man of liberty and turn him into a beast of bur- 
den, he considered, was sufficient to punish the 
criminal and deter others from the grosser viola- 
tions of law. The theory of the social con- 
tract is now received by no one, and with it, of 
course, falls Beccaria’s argument. Fichte, the 
German philosopher, would abolish the pnnish- 
ment, for the reason that it deprived the crim- 
inal of the possibility of improvement. We do 
Yet these are the two most celebrated arguments 
on the injustice of the death-penalty. e

We should bear these facts in mind 
when discussing the abolition of the death- 
penalty. We are, in fact, the last people in the 
world who can afford to dispense with it. Im- 
prisonment for life, if there were any such thing, 
Goes not deter the lower classes of criminals 
from crime. Their minds do not graap the fu- 
ture. They grasp only the present moment. 
Present pleasures and present pains alone in- 
fluence them. Then, again, the prisoner for life 
has always the hope of pardon or of estape be- 
fore his eyes, 

The argument that the innocent may some- 
times suffer, and have sometimes suffered, the 
death-penalty, is hardly applicable under our 
laws or under our jury system. The common 
lag admits that, whenever there is a reasonable 
doubt of 2 prisoner’s guilt, he shall be acquitted. 
With such a guarantee, little is to be feared. Be- 
sides, where capital punishment is unknown, 
Lynch-law has not unfrequently aseerted itself 
and made the innocent suffer for the guilty. 
There are some crimes that can be atoned for 
only by death, and, unfortunately, when the 
powers that be will not inflict it, the mob will.
